because of the fact that the retail- 
er is now paying from 10% to 11 
cents a pound for his stock. 


STOP AGITATION. 


"If people will Just quit buying 


and quit talking about the sugar sit- 
uation the price will adjust itself 
satisfactorily," said a Decitur whole- 
saler Saturday. 
' 


"We can get along on mighty little 


sugar but as long_as people will pay 
any price to get 'it and rush for it 
as soon as It is offered for sale the 
retailer will also be tempted to i>ay 
any price to get it^, That's what 
keeps the price up, the agitation and 
the willingness to pay any price ,to' 
get it. Just quit using it for a time 
and the sugar producers will take a 
lower price." 


MAKE LITTLE PROFIT. 


"The retailers are not making much 


profit on sugar now," said another 
wholesaler. They pay about eleven 
cents a pound and if they sell it for 
twelve or twelve and half they are 
not making any money when waste, 
sacks and expenses are figured." 


"We made a gross profit of about 


one cent a pound on that sugrar we 
sold Friday," said Guy Llpscomb of 
the Great Eastern Tea &, Coffee Co, 
when asked for a statement regard- 
ing the sugar profit being made here. 


MUCH EXPENSE. 


"That rtoes not take into account 


the actual loss which always occurs 
when sugar Is weighed out, nor the 
cost of sacks and the time of the 
half dozen people who put In most 
of the day doing nothing but sell- 
ing that sugar." , 


BEET SUGAR. 


"The beet sugar men are asking 


the jobbers to pay eleven cents a 
pound for sugar on track in Cali- 
fornia. 
That means' that it would 


cost the jobber 
here 
over 
twelve 


rents without a particle 
of profit.
